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ABSTRACT 
SECURITY DEVICE FOR A DOOR 

A security device for limiting opening of an inwardly- 
5 openable door (4) in a building. The device comprises 
keep means (6) adapted to be secured to a region of an 
inside surface (8) of the door (4) and arm means (12) 
adapted to be swivelably secured at a first end (14) 
thereof to an interior surface (16) of the building fixed 

10 relative to the door (4). The arm means (12) is adapted 
to be manually swivelled between a first position, clear 
of the door (4), and a second position in which a second 
end (18) of the arm means (12) abuttingly engages the 
keep means (6) to limit opening of the door (4) . At least 

15 one spring means is provided incorporated in the keep 

means (6) and/or the arm means (12) to absorb energy upon 
engagement of the second end (18) of the arm means (12) 
with the keep means (6). 
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
